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FOREWORD 


HERR STAUFF 


On March 26, 1876, the second son was born to a pious and humble 
couple from Mosbach, Germany. The young blacksmith Georg Stauff 
had been waiting patiently for news of his Margaretha and their new 
arrival; they named him Philipp. Some thirty years later, Philipp Stauff 
would become one of Germany's most heroic Folkish fighters whose 
bravery and loyalty, tireless efforts, organizational skills and savvy way 
of recognizing an effective method would be essential to forging a new 
Reich. 


As a young man, Stauff would break away from the family tradition 
of blacksmithing and head for the Royal Lehrerseminar in Altdorf to 
train as a school teacher. By this time he had already acquired a 
predisposition towards the ‘Germanic past’ and was well on his way to 
developing a Folkish Weltanschauung. Although he did enjoy teaching 
and was taking part in the forming of teacher organizations, etc., he 
quickly became frustrated with the rigid narrowness of the school system 
- the breaking up of subjects, as if everything were separate. "How can 
anyone ever come to understand a Germanic Weltanschauung under 
these handicapped conditions?", he would ask. 


Leaving teaching behind he delved into the real propaganda and 
began working for the newspapers. His articles, which ranged from 
Germanic culture to gallantly attacking Marx and Communism, would be 
widely published for years to come. By 1907 he was attempting to get his 
first work published — a ‘fairy tale’ which he had written, The Road on 
the Schneekoppe. Meanwhile, he had married his sweetheart, Berta 
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Albrecht, they would leave Nuremberg and move- to a life б Lake 
Constance, where they built a "charming cottage (probably wie to 
assume that it was of the half-timbered sort). The Good Lord blessed 
Herr Stauff with an extraordinary woman. By all accounts, Berta was a 
al supporter of her husband and her folk. She would

By 1909, Herr Stauff had already become a well-respected Folkish 
writer and his own created publication, Wegweiser und Wegwarte 
(1907), was being carried by the ever popular Hammer magazine of 
Theodor Fritsch. A steady comradeship would form between Herr Stauff 
and the "Altmaster" Fritsch. He had also established a strong working 
relationship with Adolf Bartels by this time; 14 years older than Stauff, 
Bartels had already become a well-estab ished champion of the Folk. 
Gerhart Hauptmann, Hans Baumann and Adolf Hitler, to name just a 
few, were highly influenced by and respected Bartels (the Führer would 
personally award Bartels with the most respected Alderschild medal). 
The old fighters must have sensed something special in the young Stauff 
because he would develop unbreakable friendships with the likes of Jérg 
Lanz von Liebenfels (New Templars), Fritsch and Bartels, and of course, 
Guido von List. 





It was at the end of 1909 when Herr Stauff and Bartels would begin 
the forming of the Deutschvdlkischen Schrifistellerverband (German 
Nationalists Writers’ Association), which would serve as a solid 
foundation for all of Germany's brilliant minds at the time. The real 
purpose behind the Deutschvölkischen Schrifistellerverband was to 
collaborate in the complete exposure of the jews by naming names in 
politics, art, science, literature, music, nobility, economics, etc. to 
remove the rock and let the Sun shine on the critter so that all may see 
what was lurking beneath. The four main contributors would be Stauff, 
Bartels, Fritsch and the renowned genealogist Dr. Bernhard Koerner. 
Bartels described the endeavor as "the book of Judaism" and that it 
needed to be "more persuasive than Chamberlain" and "beyond the 
Catechism of Fritsch". It would later culminate into the Semi-Kürschner 
(or the whole title of Semi-Kürschner or Literary. Encyclopedia of 
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writers, poets, bankers, financiers, doctors, actors, artists, musicians. 
officers, lawyers, revolutionaries, feminists, social democrats, etc., of the 
Jewish race from 1813-1913 that worked or were known in Germany). 
These multiple works would also fall under the title of Sigilla Veri (Seal 
of Truth). It was effective enough that Stauff found himself standing 
alongside his friend, old Fritsch, in a long line of libel suits on the court 
docket with piles of criticism by jews and those who protect them, in 
which Herr Stauff would simply reply, “You will find yourself in the 
next edition". 


In 1910, he and Bartels would launch the Deutschvölkischen 
Schriftstellerverband, but he had also joined another group that year, the 
Guido von List Society. Herr Stauff would rise to President of that 
organization, in which one of his great passions was to achieve 
recognition by the scientific and scholarly world for the findings of 
Meister List. Around this time the Stauff's would make their move to 
Berlin-Lichterfelde, where he immediately joined the Deutschen Orden, 
another group in which he would rise to leadership. While the inner 
circle of the Guido von List Society was transforming into the Hohen 
Armanen Orden (High Armanen Order), it was Stauff who would 


suggest the forming of an even more secretive organization that the 
enemy could not infiltrate. 


It was in this climate that at the residence of Fritsch, in May of 
1912, were founded the Reichshammerbund and the clandestine 
Germanenorden. Both organizations were closely tied to the ideas of 
Guido von List, Lanz von Liebenfels and the High Armanen Order. Take 
à moment and imagine being in the same room with Meister List, Lanz 
von Liebenfels and Fritsch — that was Herr Stauff. In addition to his 
activities in the Reichshammerbund, Germanenorden, Deutschen Orden, 
Hohen Armanen Orden, Deutschvólkischen Schriftstellerverband, Guido 
von List Society, etc. he was still fervent in his journalism, in fact, the 
only thing that could slow down Stauff's activism was World War 1. 
Stauff, who had already posted the prediction that the world would face a 
"period of serious world wars" would spend the next 4 years on the 
French border, of which he did comment "the regular whistling of bullets 
by the ears". He ended the War as part of the 86th Infantry Division. 
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Sadly, it was the 4 years on the frontline under continual bombardment 
that i some point had severely damaged his nervous system and would 


terminate his heroic life too soon

Pohl, a weights and measures man, cared much more for pomp an 


ceremony than he did actual doing or action. One should understand that 
the Germanenorden was the revival of the Holy Vehm and nota social 
group — no matter how religious. By late 1916 the squabble ended w ш 
the secession (elimination) of Pohl and his supporters in the schismatic 
Germanenorden Walvater. The leadership of the Germanenorden was 
taken over by a three-member board under Major General Erwin von 
Heimerdinger as Chancellor, a Dr. Gensch as Treasurer and Dr. Bernhard 
Koerner as "Sippenwahrer", who would return from the War due to 
health reasons. On the front, Herr Stauff was still in contact with the 
Order through Berta and kept informed of developments. All the while, a 
quite wily Pohl did not let up and was continuously causing disputes and 
confusion within the Order as if he had never been excluded. There was 
really only one man who could deal with his shenanigans. 


After the stab in the back and the close of WWI, a seasoned Stauff 
returned and put a quick end to Pohl and his supporters. Firstly, he would 
not even take his position within the Order until all communications with 
Pohl were cutoff and through constant countermeasures managed to get 
Pohl to, once and for all, ‘officially resign’ from the Germanenorden. 
Stauff had taken care of not only the removal of Pohl but also the 
consolidation of the Order. And yet, Pohl still enjoyed flaunting the 
name of the Germanenorden in Munich, where he would be contacted by 
Baron von Sebottendorf who was ironically in search of Herr Stauff. This 
was a big step for the Order who believed in "secretly rebuilding our 
strength" and yet, with the expressed permission of Stauff, Sebottendorf 
would form the Munich branch of the now less than secretive 
Germanenorden, Membership in the Munich lodge was synonymous 
with being accepted to the first degree of the Order — with the help of the 
Germanenorden's Walter Nauhaus, they would name this new Runic 
study group the Thule-Gesellschaft (Thule Society). 
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The Germanenorden was the master organization working within all 
other groups, such as the Freikorps (the German Militia which saved 
Germany from the communist takeover), the Organizational Council (a 
secret organization founded on the principles of the Holy Vehm) and a 
host of others. For example, while Herr Stauff was "shining" as the 
representative of the Order at the founding of the Deutschvolkischer 
Schultz- und Trutzbund, Bernhard Koerner had become chairman of the 
Deutschvólkischen Arbeitsrings Berlin, a group who accused the Schultz- 
und Trutzbund of being influenced by Masons and Jesuits. 


After the War, Munich (Bavaria) had become a hotbed of 
communist activity and espionage. In November of 1918, the Order was 
suddenly in the center of revolutionary activities again. The Bavarian 
Royal House of Wittelsbach was overthrown by the communist 
organization of the jewish Kurt Eisner. The following day. the 9* of 
November, Sebottendorf called together Thule Sociery members and 
gave a powerful speech: 


“My brothers and sisters! We saw yesterday the collapse of all that is 
familiar to us. In place of our Princes, our blood, now rules our mortal 
enemy; Juda. What will develop from the chaos, we do not yet know. 
The time has come for bitter struggle, a time of danger! We are all at 
risk, we are in this fight, because we despise the enemy of our Folk, the 
jewish race, it is now their eye for an eye, a tooth for a tooth! 
Yesterday's Revolution made by the low-bred to destroy Germans is the 
beginning of the purification. By us it depends on how long this 
purification will last. Let us be aware of that, we work on ourselves so 
that in each one of us the flame quickens with warmth and light, the 
same flame which will consume our adversaries! However, we do not 
forget that although we work within ourselves, we fight outwardly! 
There is no more time for contemplative speeches, discussions and 
parties! Now we mean to fight. | want to fight, I will fight! To fight until 
the Swastika climbs up triumphantly from the Fimbulwinter!” 


He then ended his speech with the “magnificent words of Philipp 
Stauff”: 
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“Į know my God that І am yours, 

And you have always been mine, 
My heart and soul is filled with only one wish, 

To fight as a man for you in this War. 
Grant Victory! 
To we who have not transgressed in the mud, 
With courage let us meet the spoiled until we have won, 
And let the Ar-Eagle in our ancient Germanie Blood, 


Sound a new mighty Song of the Invincible Sun”, 


The very next day a "Thule-fighting alliance" was founded to make 
ready all fighters for the Fatherland. They made available safe houses to 
other groups and channeled fighters into Munich, infiltrated opposing 
organizations, helped in the creating of Freikorps units and so on. All of 
which was so effective that the Thule Society became the most feared and 
hated group by the Bavarian communists. In February, Eiser was shot 
dead in the street only to be replaced by yet another jew. The Communist 
Party, led by Eugen Leviné, would form a "Red Army", confiscate 
money and food supplies, and so on. At the suggestion of Vladimir 
Lenin, Leviné took hostages from among the leaders of resistance. On 
April 30, 1919, seven Thule Society members were assassinated 
including the Countess Heila von Westarp. The next day, Lenin would 
boast to a crowd in the Red Square: "The working class, which has 
liberated itself, now celebrates freely and openly not only 


in Soviet 
Russia, but in Soviet Bavaria as well." 


All the while, the Freikorps 
troops were advancing and after very brutal and deadly street fighting, 
defeated the communists, Leviné and hundreds of others would be shot 
for treason. Back in January of the same year, Thule 
would also form the Deutsche Arbeiterpartei (DAP), 
Would soon join and transform into the NSDAP

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All things must pass — even for the Germanenorden. but the Spirit 
endures. What was left of the old guard was fading away. It was now the 
time for the rise of Adolf Hitler: he who they had worked so diligently 
toward his coming Stauff would continue to publish and lecture. such as 
a bit of writing be performed for Koerner's Deutschen Roland and of 
course, the Guido von List Society, but the old wounds were taking their 
toll. the nerve damage from the War was beginning to get the best of 
him, his health deteriorated rapidly. His last book would be a work of 
nearly 250 poems in Meine geistig-seelische Welt (The World of my 
Soul and Spirit), also known as the poems of “Armanen Philipp Stauff”, 
were written “entirely in terms of an Aryan mysticism sense”. The 
Germanenorden. praising his works, claimed Stauff to be equal to 
Schiller. Lanz von Liebenfels revered him as, “truly one of our best, if 
not the very first of poets living today”. Herr Stauff would spend his last 
year seriously ill and passed away on July 17, 1923 and was said to be 
buried in Berlin-Lichterfelde.* 


The longtime friend of Stauff, Wilhelm Scheuermann, published 
two obituaries, one for the newspapers and another for the Hammer. He 


* Here follows one more example of the subtle layers of deceit put forth 
by the enemy – the ‘scholarly’ simply claim that he “committed suicide", 
never mentioning the War years, his duty and sacrifice, which ultimately 
led to his death. Another instance is their smear at his "lowly origins”. 
Every Armanen knows that the craft of the Blacksmith is anything but 
lowly.

Another old friend, the well-respected Heinrich Kraeger, wrote of his

a "rare exception within the Folkish movement".

Berta Stauff continued to publish the works of the Guido von List 
d active within the organizations in which she 
c situation changed only when in September 


1935 at the behest of Rudolf Hess there was created a list of “deserved 
champions to the Folkish renewal of Germany", who should be 
considered for an honorary pay by the NSDAP. Berta Stauff was 
distinguished as "the widow of Philipp Stauff, protégé of Guido von List, 
who had acquired several important merits as a Folkish writer and 
founder of the Deutschvölkischen Schrifistellerverband. In addition, she 
still undertakes the management of the works of the Guido von List 
society. Since her husband had lost his fortune during the Marxist period, 
she now lives on the replication of paperwork”. On December 20, 1935 
the payment of a unique social security of 300 Reichsmarks was 
confirmed to Berta Stauff and seventeen other “National Fighters”. At the 
direct request of the Führer, this one-time honor was made into a 
regular monthly payment. As I finish this short biography of Herr Philipp 
Stauff, it is the Holy day of our Führer (April 20^) and I am especially 
moved by the last sentence. In 1935, Adolf Hitler was so busy that he 
could only allow himself 4 hours of sleep per day. And yet, he would 
make the time to get directly involved in the welfare of the dear widow 
of Herr Stauff. No one can pretend that kind of sentiment — it comes 
straight from the heart of a Lion. Here in the dark hordes days of 2016, 
many lions have become lambs. So, let us close fittingly with the words 
of Herr Stauff:

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INTRODUCTION 


RUNENHAUSER 


In 1913, there was one quite original work that demanded the 
attention of the knowing in Germania and that book was Runenhäuser. 
Working from the basis of the thoughts and revelations of Guido von 
List, Runenhduser would take a giant step into the "practical" application 
of Runes. While, there had always been knowledge of the Runic 
implications in the half-timbered framework, no one had ever came close 
to the study or explanations that Herr Stauff would present. The Hammer 
of Theodor Fritsch heralded: 


"A systematic evaluation of the more important frame figures from the 
half-timbered houses of the late Middle Ages and proves that the law and 
religion of the Armanen had survived after Christianity in an encrypted 
form”. 

In knowing circles Runenhäuser quickly became a standard. There 
is not one who did not appreciate this work; Guido von List, himself, 
plays a part in the book, Gorsleben and Bülow (The Edda Society) both 
spoke highly of Stauff and Runenhäuser, his friend and an associate of 
Colonel Wiligut, Günther Kirchhoff, was another advocate, even the 
Germanenorden Walvater, who Stauff had personally exiled still praised 
the work. At Wewelsburg Castle, the SS would use Runenhäuser as a 
reference for the construction of Rune houses at the proposed SS village 
Site (a few had actually been built). It was also the key component that 
set the future SS Ahnenerbe Runic scholar, Karl Theodor Weigel, upon 
his path: 


“Because Stauff read every single beam of a half-timbered gable as a 
Tune, he was able to read such sayings as: "Help, sun, engender the

Mysteriously, Don Serrano never mentions Herr Stauff or Colonel 
Wiligut by name, almost as if ‘to protect something’, when his beliefs 
coincided so much with their own and he certainly knew who they were. 
He refers to List, Lanz, the Germanenorden and Bernard Koerner, but 
makes no mention of Herr Stauff, with whom he is probably most 
similar. In Runenhauser, Stauff writes incessantly of the Yr and Man 
Runes as Yr-Man (Irman, Arman), the whole Rune, Hagall, Y ggdrasil, 
Wotan and the "Wild Man". Stauff regularly refers to Runes other than 
those of the Havamal and also like the Colonel, leans heavily upon the 
power of the Thorr Rune. Serrano would give these same insights and 
much more to a wider audience a few decades later. Many things are 
shown and spoken of today, but those old Armanen always knew it as the 
V of the Vehm. It is the garmic power (“the Ghost Rider") that Rudolf 
Hess was referring to at the Nuremberg trials when he said, "there 15 2 
greater power than that of the jewish power". There is no dispute, since 
the golen have never created anything but only adulterate the original. 
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such as the Hagall, which out of necessity we have had to surpass in 
more ways than one. There is nothing new in this world, only those who 
are discovering it anew. It is the Sons of the Sun and their work is 
Justice; those chosen by Arman to direct mankind. Anyone readin 
Runenhäuser can be brought to this realization. We can think of no Eie 
way of explaining it — those who know will think that we have already 
said too much. 


It was with great difficulty that we have attempted to translate each 
and every thought, for that is what translating really is, it is interpreting, 
especially when dealing with someone like Herr Stauff who not only 
speaks in words that are no longer in circulation, but also speaks in 
languages that ‘do not exist’, the Ur language. In the past, we have often 
wondered why no one had already translated Runenhäuser. Now we 
know, it was far too hard. At times, the interpreting was nearly 
impossible, therefore, any parts that the reader may find nonsensical i 
the blame is completely ours. 


For us, the greatest treasure of Runenhäuser is his formidable use of 
the Ur Language: the Arman will not be disappointed. The reader will 
discover a new yet very ancient Aryan vocabulary of power. Stauff used 
a different font for those Ur words, which we have put into bold lettering 
and wrote them exactly as he had presented them. As one gets the hang 
of it, they may see even more than Stauff (as Gorsleben would) or 
wonder as to why he read something the way he did. Many times he was 
being coy towards the naysayers. For instance, he was certainly aware 
that Runes were usually red (and the Vehm Cross too). vet plays 
oblivious to the fact when pondering the reddened color of the beams. He 
certainly speaks in code as all Armanen do and yet, his way differs. 
Usually the old Masters speak in flowery details where you must find the 
meaning but Stauff can be very blunt in his meanings and assertions but 
gives few details as how to come to those meanings. As one can imagine, 
this alone makes Rumenhäuser a very useful book. What Herr Stauff did 
was take the system advocated by Meister List and put it into practical 
use — ever practical; that was his motto and he was good at it. Similar to 
Adolf Hitler, he had the uncanny ability of recognizing when someone 
was going about a thing the right way, when their method was effective, 
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Stauff would utilize that method and ‘practice’ it with an unwavering 
will and determination 





In 1921, he would release a second edition (this translated edition), 
with several added insights, In it we witness a change in the demeanor of 
Stauff. In the introduction of the 1912 edition, we meet a most likable 
man whose ideals and convictions lend him hope, whereas, in this 1921 
revised edition we find the same man older, wiser and also quite agitated 
by a lifeless world of ‘scholars’ As many know — the disappointments 
certainly do pile up. Thus, the younger Stauff with a bounce in his step is 
someone we should also want to meet. Here follows an excerpt from the 
introduction from that first edition. 





"Now, when one ventures out beyond the forested areas where 
reasonable and convenient building materials were readily available, one 
finds that the sight of these once-beautiful villages no longer remains 
These villages have now been stripped of their beauty or at least were 
severely compromised. Formerly, brick was only used as a filling for the 
gefaches during the construction of the framework and half-timbered 
houses, On the rare occasion where a whole building was made of brick. 
then it was most often the case that the stone was necessary for structural 
purposes In the past, the natural color of brick was not considered 
aesthetically appropriate in frame-work construction and it would rarely 
be left bare. It was more often than not that the entire bricked areas of the 
framework house would be painted white 





The belief that the half-timbered framework building is beautiful and 
efficient has only been officially recognized a few decades ago. When 
one passes through the Hessen and Frank provinces of Germany (for it is 
not to be found clsewhere), one will discover that in most of these 
houses, the white wall-coloring will only very rarely overlap to hide the 
timbers. Then in many others, the framework is exposed to show where 
the beam joints are located; this occurs even when the underlying wall 
beneath the thick layers of paint are covering nothing, With the inception 
of the national habitat protection movement, it is very pleasing to see that 
a start has been made to treat these beautiful homes respectfully again 
But, alas, this movement is Progressing very slowly even though our 
rural populations seem to already have a very keen understanding and 
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appreciation of these historical houses. 


And it is no wonder why! The country folk have a good memory. You 
cannot easily sway them with talk of “innovations” the same way that 
you can with our city-dwellers who have less convictions and are 
rootless and overly mobile in their living conditions. The farmers and the 
village folks know this very well: their fathers and grandfathers have 
held quite the opposite view from the city-dwellers. Namely, that the 
unadorned and blank white wall was sublime. Certainly they have, with 
the passage of time, and mostly with reluctance, acquiesced to the 
changing perceptions and trends of what has been deemed aesthetically 
pleasing. Now they say: we do not know how long these current aesthetic 
trends will last; we are scraping our walls bare so that our children may 
paint them again! The farmer has a very low opinion of the longevity of 
such intellectual trends because all of the intellectuals now live in the big 
cities.

CHAPTER 1 


THE DEVELOPMENT OF THE GERMAN HALF-TIMBERED 


In all ages and peoples there has been the manifestation of the 
appropriate implements which were readily available in the area for the 
protection and comforts in life. And so it was with the pre-Aryan races 
and later race mixing genders of the south in their mountain caves which 
were often artificial or deepened into a convenient apartment room. We 
can even find this in the supposed oldest known prototype of Aryan 
humanity at a time of the Cro-Magnon people, which have been 
estimated to be on the slopes of the Pyrenees and the southwestern 
Alpines around 15,000 years ago. They left in their homes preserved 
testimonies of pictorial strength, thereafter, they also called them the 
cave painters. In certain areas of the Southlands, where the ability grew 
higher, the stone arose for residential construction. This completely 
depended upon the possibility of processing, even if a very simple one, 
from the development of tools. Now, when we look at the dolmens 
attributed to the Stone Age of the Northern lands, where it concerns the 
folk and forces of our race, it is generally clear that these quite 
significant and eternal grave markers of large, intermittent block stones, 
Often very raw, were a miracle in the fact of how was prehistoric 
mankind able to bring together these stone giants in a place and to stack 
One upon the other without the cranes of today's technology. The 
simplistic view that the whole thing was of natural work is completely 
untenable for most cases. We need only to look at the *Heidenstein’ 
formation of Weigsdorf in Silesia with the surface of the cover stone 
being 6 meters long, 3.5 meters wide and 2.5 meters tall and set upon 
base stones of even greater weight, the whole is 6 meters high. It is 
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a natural formation. However, by what means our 
d lifted those unwieldy loads, due to our 
emain forever a mystery. Another 
good reference is Stonehenge in England. These achievements probably 


reach far further back than the Stone Age, maybe even millions of years, 
and assume a mythical race, with a completely different nature and

North was with the wood. The vast forests were available, as Willy 
Pastor in his work Die Kunst der Walder has proved. First the lower art 
originated from poles which decorated the cottage, and furthermore led 
to the block house/log cabin. The construction method of the south was 
maintained from the cave creation to the stone construction, from the 
level cave to the level roof. The creation of the sloping roof of the log 
cabin was a remainder of the pole creation in the Germanic North. This 
of course has the advantage in the rainy north that the water may more 
quickly and completely flow off than with a flat roof. The more you go 
to the South - in Bavaria and the Alpine areas - a mix between stone and 
wood construction occurs dominating in appearance; the base is done in 
stone and then the wooden superstructure. Also the roof surfaces are 
usually made with boards, The log house construction has been spread 
far over Europe with the coming of the Aryan race. The Slavs today who 
have firmly maintained their tribal and genetic origins offen construct 
their houses purely out of wood blocks, just as the old Wend Slavs of the 
Spreewald region still do. The Russian home also quite often

They knew the brick and “= 
produced them in the Southwest very early, e.g., certainly in Elsass by 
1100. The fact that it was not generally used in the construction of a 
house is not the least surprising and when they adapted it here and there. 
it served only for the completion of the gefache, which were produced of 
hewn logs as the skeleton of the house. Only the industrial development 
of the modem times with her necessities has brought in these areas 
houses completely made from brick, whereas in the North and Northeast, 
entire Cathedrals are made of brick. 


Why the half-timbered building has developed from out of the log 
home can probably only be found in ideals. Of course, cost effectiveness 
also had a big part to play in the development. The wood truss was 
lighter and cheaper than the log house or even the stone house (initially 
brick would have been more expensive). The gefache began mostly with 
clubs and poles that were attached with wicker and then further pressed 
tightly with clay from both sides, The whole thing was then smoothed 
and usually dyed white. However, the wooden beams were made red and 
contrasted all the more; if the color also had the purpose to hinder 
weathering is unknown to me. In any case, it had increased the visual 
impression of the building by the staining of the weight-bearing, support 
beams in the gables and walls, 


Beauty was hardly the only reason why the gable consisted of a 
Square gefache system of vertical and crossing beams, although 
eventually decorative reasons did take place. There are many such 
buildings with the symbol since it is actually the easiest one to produce. 
An old construction expert taught me that in this quite simple way the 
danger persists of the thing beginning to sink or sag, and that against it 
the ‘triangulation’ helps to give a certain stronger filling of the gefache. 
So this can be a technical necessity, especially in larger gefache-squares 
9r rectangles. When the square measures st least 2.5 m - it could ven 
well he for purely technical reasons that a triangulation within the 
Sefache takes place. Now if we consider this insertion in a gefache of 
Only ! m or even smaller, as we often see it, then, the technical reasons 
are eliminated,

The last of these figures shows the Rhomb side by side in a decent 
run of small gefaches. There the construction engineer will have to admit 
that it is not to be understood as a triangle binding, which would exist to 
provide support, but at the most they call it an embellishment. Here we 
have already come to a figure that is beyond the immediate technical 
purpose, and this rhomb is of course the sign ing which many carpenters 
even to this day know by this name. So, to call this small character an 
embellishment is actually the beginning of the slighting, it has a name. 


The framework is enriched almost everywhere far beyond technical 
purposes and sometimes even visibly in contrast to them. Figures made 
from rounded beams are found in the gables; the suitable timber for such 
a thing may have been very difficult to find. Furthermore, filling in the 
gefache with retaining solids must have become particularly difficult 
when they were built of brick or stone since a lot of work and attention 
was certainly necessary to insert them suitably. 





I expounded in the first edition of the book the necessary proof to 
show that the beauty intention is not enough in many cases to explain the 
beam order in gables. That evidence is no longer necessary. The first 
publication of the book has made a very much still living knowledge 
alive, and the fact that many cases are ancient Germanic Runes, is quite 
beyond a doubt.

Before going into the material, should we discuss the question of 
what the building symbolism in itself might be? The question whether 
there has been Kala — the hidden tradition — also in the building trade? 
Everything that we know about the old German building sites testifies of 
it — unfortunately, there is not as much known as there could be. We 
would be much further along in these matters if experts had been 
appointed the task of collecting and processing such things since the 
great illumination from the announcements by Guido v. List, but instead 
they stood haughty (and some even ignorant) and shrugged it aside. 
Some accuse us, the friends of List, of not producing one single shred of 
evidence to back up the heralding claims of the now deceased seer. And 
yet they know full well that it would take two hundred scholars more 
than a century to process what the scholarly field would accept as 
evidence, which would be ineffective on our Folk because in the end it 
would be presented as a dry, lifeless single piece of material. This is not 
even mentioning the fact that any finding of evidence that actually helps 


to re-establish the Aryan will to live would find itself buried on a dusty 
library shelf. 


The task in a world of competent scholars would be to not 
arrogantly dismiss Guido List's findings, but rather to find their way (0 
support them, with their support much could be accomplished, since it is 
their profession to work on just such things. As for myself, a vast amount 
of Kalands material, some of the strangest kind, has been gathered: but 1 
have not the time to process all of it system-like. I cannot get everything 


in total order so that the work is complete, since 1 have no official 
assistance, 





It is for me a deep gratification that I have once again opened eyes 
to the accuracy of the teachings of Guido v. List with my own work and 
remained within his system and understanding. There are many helpful 
eyes that have seen the original work since then. If I had sought to record 
everything of beauty and value which has been sent to me of all the 
blessed half-timbered areas in Germany in this new edition, the book 
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would have been at least four times larger. I had to confine myself to just 
a few examples of all the different characteristics. 


So, what is known of the Bauhütten (Germanic builders) of our 
Middle Ages? First of all, that they created all the Cathedrals of the 
Christian Church. Also, the fact that in very early times the carpenters 
and stonecutters already had ordered guilds and how all of these orders 
unquestionably reached back into pre-Christian times. One needs only to 
ponder the bread and pastry forms of the baker's guild to be clear about 
that. Around 750 Pope Gregory VL, who certainly had no lack of 
proselytism, did decree to Hesse, wherein he instructed the Abbots and 
Bishops to not harass the German builders with conversion but rather 
feed them well with all accommodations, otherwise. they would leave 
and the building of the Churches would go unfinished. This instruction 
presupposes that there was already an established order of tradesmen. 


Moreover, it is known that the Church needed the building masters, 
and that was the motivation for such sayings as, "They alone had the 
right measure". Which of course means the art of tracing the building 
(calculating). Quite frequently the Cathedrals were built at other places 
than where the Church authorities had wanted them: it was always by the 
instructions of the builders’ guilds masters who undoubtedly worked in 
Cooperation with the Kalandsbriiderschaften (Kalands Brotherhood). 
There is a great number of stories and legends that tell how the 
foundations for the Church, which had been made ready for the 
beginning of construction at some particular place, were somehow 
transported by morning to another nearby mountain or hilltop. Of course 
they would then be brought back, but usually the brownie jokes kept 
recurring until the church authorities finally gave in. It always concerned 
some old Holy place: Hutberge (magical mountain), Fehm site or the 

€, Whose memory the Kalanden and the builders wanted to protect. 
The above mentioned legends also extend to the Ulmer Miinster (tallest 
Church in the world), and involves the hearing of a very soft voice, 
Which despite my efforts I cannot seem to confirm. In ancient times the 
en Square was called "Rutfeno"; that place would signify the "right 


» Le. a court place, a place of the Holy Fehme and the accomplished 
n secret Germanic jurisdiction. 
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It is also known that the builder masters were considered followers 
of Wotan, therefore all of the finished Cathedrals and Churches were 
then outwardly dedicated by the Roman clergy with all sorts of 
superstitious actions (the broom dipped in holy water sprayed in all 
directions, the sprinkling of walls and chairs amongst the speaking of 
words to flush out the evil spirits) before the introduction of the relics 
and the inauguration took place. When the Church had a sufficient 
amount of Cathedrals, it suppressed the builders (Bauhütten). Only 
Strasbourg and Vienna were kept securely up until the beginning of the 
last century. Incredible, but not unlikely, is that during the pressing time 
of their exodus many Bauhütte masters took to the Burgundy area, which 
later from French Freemasonry would arise as 'Maconerie', but by then, 
admittedly, due to the bad Romano-Celtic folk mixing of the area the 
true sense of the Bauhütte tradition had been lost and like all of 
Freemasonry had grossly misinterpreted the forgotten old ways.

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CHAPTER 2

As for the viewpoint that the Runes were developed from the Latin 
alphabet, we are certainly happy that is not true, but it is true that quite a 
few Rune characters have only letter-value and did not appear until later 
(only in the first Christian decades).

This is to say: the Runes are of such little significance that they are 
only to be found in the far North, never mind the whole God's legend 
around the Asen residing in the Taunus and Siebengebirge (Seven Hill) 
mountains, thus on German soil, and only with the withdrawing 
Armanen (they went North because of the murdering "Charles the 
Great") were brought first to Norway, and as the last refuge continued to 
Iceland. Where the last of the Skalds, such as Snorri Sturlason, could see 
that the oral tradition was coming to an end and wrote them down, thanks 
to those circumstances we now have the Eddas, which are largely our 
own home goods. 


That the Edda holds an explanation of the 17 most original Runes, 
no one had seen, even though the Havamal has now become known in a 
whole number of translations. It took the mighty inner vision of Guido v. 
List for this recognition, and then only after the assistance of a temporary 
external blindness. Thus he offered us the gift in his Secret of the Runes. 
Sure, what he reads out from the individual Runes and their names, as he 
interprets the words of Wotan, is not academically proven, but now he 
has offered from the underground what he still could not give at the time 
of his interpretation of the Runes. In the immense * Ursprache der Ario- 
Germanen" he unlocks the whole system right before us, and now we 
have the immediate meaning of the first sounds, which reveal the names 
of the old Runes, as they are in the ancestral-tradition, collected by List 
and as the basis for everything in the progression of the law of becoming. 





I therefore now supplement the Rune explanations of his first book, 
which were presented in the first edition of this work by the 
interpretation of the Runic words from the Ursprache in comparison. 
Wuotan's Rune Song [Runatals thaddr Odhins im Havamal] is 
utilized from the transmission of Hans v. Wolzogen. The song begins:

bearing houses. In the first edition 1 had made many Listian 
interpretations, but always leaving it open to whether it was correct or 
not, and to some extent based them upon intuition, for it stands in such a 
way that it is very difficult and rare to provide an immediate proof of 
accuracy for a gable reading.

A magnificent window of the St. Lawrence Church in 
Nuremberg could be determined on the basis of an attached Kreibenzahl 
(cryptic sigil that could be used to determine its origin) that List had also 
solved, it had been donated by Wilibald Pirkheimer. Every friend of the 
Listian findings will have had such experiences but an overall collected 
effort has not been issued since the individuals hardly know one another 
and as of yet no processing hand has been found.

Can this type of gable artifact also be found in other areas? By the 
transition that the next character to be introduced demonstrates 85 it 
extends above the roof, we gain the way to the standard inner meanings 
of the trimmings under the ridge. 


This next form of ridge decoration is as follows: the two diagonal 
bars cross each other and then at their ends extend in a square angle until 
meeting together again to form a vertical Rhomb. By extending the 
beams it clearly makes the Odil Rune and thus we have again returned t0 
Wotan/Odin; it may be that this was opted for, whereas the horse heads 


had been fought by the Church. 
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In the Ardennes (district of Zülpich) a church ban was initi ed, 
following shortly after the time of Clovis, to Stop the Ellen fin i 
timber-frame houses.

It is on an individual basis and not as a matter of fact, if 
when one finds that the inclusion of the Odil Rune on the gable makes 
sense and it is meaningless without the interpretation, then one will have 
to assume that it is mounted as a Rune. 


In certain areas, almost every roof ridge carries the Tyr Rune. 
Moreover, in place are special beams inserted under the rafters, 
sometimes those rafters themselves partly appear as arms and legs. This 
addition gives the same impression as the horse heads — the crowning 
with the Odil Rune especially keen to a certain area — and it would be 
wise to focus our attention to see if it is possibly concerning the use of 
the Odil Rune as the supreme sign of a great tribal area. Tyr was the 
ruling Divinity of ‘Holy Springs’, the warlike migration expansions, 
especially in the later times, come into question. 


The Tyr Rune is undoubtedly impractical at this point, due to the 
inter-fitting of three bars at one place it must naturally impair the load- 
bearing capacity and without this consideration the structure may seem to 
appear very natural. It is especially common in Hessen and Franconia, 
but also in the Weser area (Runkel, Rinteln, Hannoversch-Münden).

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The construction expert Professor Petersen, Danzig-Langfuhr 
pushed me hard on January 23rd, 1919 in a long criticism about the first 
issue of my book, which I must consider along with the rest: "This 
design leaves no constructive explanation. [t must be used from 
untechnical considerations.

Solingen. The deceased househusband had lived there 10 years, but his 
ancestors had possessed it the previous 90 years. The most remarkable 
feature is at the top: on the highest crossbeam rests a round disc and ball

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CHAPTER 4 


MISCELLANEOUS FIGURES 


If any more proof were required to show that for a gable, the 
perpendicular quadrature is technically sound, then the below illustration 
of a little house with a big barn that is protruding backwards is a line 
example. The cottage clearly has the Christian Cross at the top, as for the 
rest, like the barn gable; there are only vertical and horizontal supports. 
However, on the barn something small but remarkable is found.

Let us look at these unusual trappings! At the top left pane are two 
opposite vertical semi-circles crossed by a beam - usually the zodiac sign 
of Pisces. However, it can also be addressed as a man's head, drawing 
from the fact that on the right next to it is located a structure clearly 
showing a crowned man's head. It is an artificial reproduction (one 
source says exoteric) of the high sign of "the talking head" who appears 
esoteric (secret-knowing) as the 6 pointed star-the Hexagram, which, as 
already mentioned, was misappropriated by Judaism as a ‘star of David’ 
and placed at the entrance of all his synagogues. 


The section on the bottom left is two crossed laf Runes, passed 
through crosswise by a curve; the arc is open upwards; it is the Ybe bow, 
in this position with respect to the Fehme. The compartment at the 
bottom right carries the Hagal and the Tyr Rune. I draw the figures out, 
one by one, to make it clearer: 





The gefaches are in the order in which their content was dealt with 
above, the empty space of the vents appears white and the actual figure 
was drawn black. The head might be the exception of the wall, he’s 
probably only been chiseled or even painted. I would have to ascertain 
from a closer look. Using the method of Guido von List, the results of the 
reading would be: fi-ask tel red hofut tuo laf kruzi ybe tyr hagal.

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Without a doubt, the center piece of the gable upon a 'Schlossle' in 
Alpirsbach (Württemberg) was done ‘knowingly’. We have here (see fig, 
on previous page), that which occurs in appearance on many homes, a 
rightful Kalands work (Kalandsarbeit); the position of the timber in the 
upper part of the roof corner seems to have been made to clearly identify 
the two Christian Crosses. In this section nothing is as obvious as the 
four high-rising bearers in the form of the Yr Rune, two of which in the 
middle are violated by a window cessation, and then the two Fyrböcke. 
However, the middle piece of both floors clearly shows an intended 
Rhomb four times, about one another and a point in the midst of the 
Rhomb which was probably done by the painter. We read: tuo fyr rout 
ring: tuo fyr bok tuo kruzi (four Rhombs twice, two Fyrbóke, two 
Crosses, adding up to eight points). The point inside the circle is the 
Deity with the will to manifest, and this entrance becomes the Ich form.

The 'Plonlein' in the old imperial city of Rothenburg is right, smart 
and meaningful (see next image).

The old town hall in Alsfeld has the common Cross at the highest 
point in the line of the gable, under it the man Rune, and still lower in 
the middle of a bay window is the "Wild Man", a certain sign of the 
Armanenschaft: one should think of the Irminsul, the sanctuary of the 
knowing, the *Irmionen', as the Romans called it. The sign is considered 
the whole World Tree of Life, the sacred Ash, which is the eternal Will 
becoming: it has three roots that come from below which no one knows, 
as it is told in one Edda song, Wuotan's Runic song in the Havamal. 
However, they are discoverable in other Edda-songs (but probably only 
for Gods, not for people). One is the Mimir-born which is probably the 
same as the Nomen fountain of Urda: the second extends from Niflheim 
(Kingdom of fog. mist) and the third runs out at the gates of the 
Kingdom of Hel. Now, the three branches of the tree are of the three 
branches of the race that are in each case in the life from which one is in.

We are always happy to stay (next page) at the Alsace-house in 
Andlau, which is a very unique place. The whole look of it gives the 
impression that this house is talking about the Cross and the Cross talks 
repeatedly, namely in a Christian way of speaking. The white spaces of 
the wall distinguish this figure in such a way that it certainly seems to 
have been intended. And there is no doubt that on the steep roof is 
revealed not only the Cross, but also the whole hanging figure of Christ 
which may have been added with some difficulty later. Also included 
(even under the highest and most isolated gable window), we have a 
semi-circle with the curve. It is the half circle, Rührmichnichtan. the half 
circle of Divinity. Well, one must assume that this shaping would say: 
the Savior at the top is the other half of the circle. This would be a very 
strong commitment to the Div inity of Christ in the expressions of Aryan 
symbolism. Aside of the uppermost part of the gable there stands both 
forms of the Thorn (thórr Rune), the life thorn and the death thorn are 
both symbolized, so that we can read: “By your death you have protected 
our life” or “you have overcome the thorn of the death and have made 
the thorn of the life". How one should understand this frame is as 
decidedly of Christian confession. Balk and bar stand below and to the 
side of the semicircle; thus the idea is not missing: "regardless of if my 
life tends downward or ascends, I will always look up to you."

So it 
shows "hlenk not, recht eh". The steering (of life) is the force of 
destiny; the right of the life, however (the balance) gives the marriage 
(and her blessings); eh is also for Law and its relation also needs to be 
considered. Likewise, it is not a coincidence that the two Kalander 
Crosses are on the left, while the two Rhombs are on the right. The man 
steered for the sake of his Kalands; but he proves right to the old Rita 
and chooses not to compromise into a victoriously new vs inferior old 
type of mentality, he knows the Rita of both, according to the directing 


of the Kalands. 


We see that this house is extraordinarily rich in the ideas arranged 
throughout the gefaches, and has a certain ornamental guidance on the 
whole, but the symmetry is not maintained in the detail. And that is a 
great expression of the intent, which shows itself foremost as the 
dominating feature. 


Thus far we have only noted on those characters which are still the 


most commonly known amongst Carpenters as symbols: the man Rune, 
the yr Rune, and the merging of the two into a figure, Yrmin, Arman,

When you take into account that there is no symmetry on the two 
lower floors it is most certain that the gefache wants to say something. 
Structural reasons are not possible for this quite unusual collation. The 
above is actually an attempt by the builder, who recognized as his inward 


duty as a Fehme Judge, to counter the misleading forces brought about 
by the penetration of Roman law. 


Now one more brilliant piece from the times and more proof that the 
German took special care to appoint the Secret Court as he saw the false 
guidance of the foreign law prevailing upon the Folk is now presented in 
the court view of the Rhenish-Westphalian Castle Bürresheim. 


There are two gables, which are designed quite differently, to take 
into consideration. Above the gate of grandeur are two Rhombs, which 
should not have all of its particular accessories in it.

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This was a reasonable statement at his time; Christianity stifled the 
racial preservation. of the Aryan primeval law and the general 
consequences were the deterioration of the blood as the people erred, 
whereas of now we face the total loss of the very task of our kind.

A fervor of conscientious Armanist duty of loyalty and character 
glows in the confessions of this gable, as we rarely find them; a most 
welcome find for those who struggle to re-awaken the Ur purpose of 
German-dom. We warmly feel the testimony of this man. During the 
growing lack of this knowledge through the centuries, by both the

So far and with few exceptions, most of our material has been from 
Western Germany, but in the east, along the Baltic coast, there is a 
wealth of Rune houses. However, there the symbolism does often make 
quite a different impression. We next present two farmhouses from 
Ellerswalde (Marienwerderer lowlands), the images are from the 
photographs of headmaster E. Wemicke in Marienwerder. 


The first of the two houses shows mainly the gibor Rune six times 
and as a Fyrbok (gib-give, or-descendants; six sex-Sexuality!): it is à 
request for blessings of a flowering sort. At the top sits the V as a 
compass and the house itself rests on five (fem) columns. Since it was 
only built in 1799 (as it is written), here one has an interesting proof of 
how long the symbolism has been inherited, since the contents of this 
house at the time of construction were probably not understood by the 
builder as they would have been by an ancient master builder.

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CHAPTER 6 





THE TAU-SIGN 


Experts and Lore know of two initial signs of Aryanism whose age 
can be argued but nevertheless, which have been around for a very long 
time: the Hakenkreuz (also the Fyrfos, in India the Swastika) and a sign 
which one called par excellence ‘Tau’, which shows the form of a large 
Latin T, a vertical line with balanced weight at the top. It can be hard to 
say which form is actually the older and how they differ from each other 
in their meaning.

So far, we have only spoken of the symbolism of the gefaches, 
However, the subject of “Runic houses” is by no means yet exhausted. 
There are even Runic houses for the dead. It has become more and more 
known that the old grave stone houses had been strikingly similar to the 
homes of the living; one in particular comes from the times of a closer 
contact between Germanic and Roman culture. There is a gravestone in 
Carden on the Moselle from Roman Germanic times which had been 
made during the Ist century after Christ; the relevant parts are illustrated 
here on page 90.

Incidentally, although Hanftmann had noticed much, he probably 
did not directly think to the meaning of the wood frame additions while 
writing his work.

And 
from that a culture must arise, namely: the creation of a way of life of a 
people which grows from the root to the crown one and the same. This is 
a perfection of the general economics of existence, which is inaccessible 
to us today; what does not spring from the Divine Ur-well cannot flow 
into the Divine; it gets lost in all directions - and as it goes with the work, 
so it is with life itself and the long-term mental forces of the people. 


What we build today is a profusely misunderstood imitation of the 
old. be it in the seed or in the overall presentation. But even if we seize 
the seed in our hands it does not grow because we do not know its origin 
and laws of development. The work of today does not correspond to our 
ancient culture; the buildings are without inner consecration, they only 
flaunt with mass material or with technical possibilities. Even newly 
built Churches do not point to the higher and inner things, but at best still 
contain components from the art of the past. This book is a tough sermon 
against the vanity of our so-called ‘culture’ of today. 


So, the question arises: How can we ever get Germans back to a 
culture that is grown and infused with high and Holy, moral thoughts? 
The answer is not so easy; our time has no spiritual awareness that 
consciously directs their thoughts and actions. 


We would be able to use Christianity for this basis if it had 
remained a pure and certain religion, since the culture of the Roman 
Church was not nurtured, but only permitted in the Germanic lands. The 
more hidden depths of the culture are still ours. Of course, it would be 
less viable than the ancient Germanic Wihinei with its deep symbolism 
whose understanding has again been made available to us by Guido v. 
List. Even so, one must understand that the Roman Church never really 
attempted to express its teachings in some new separate system of 
symbols; she did not suspect that Wuotanism was in them, otherwise, she 
would have kept its symbolism not only away from their houses of 
worship but also from the private buildings, and the men of their 
construction may have very well tasted the pyre on a large scale. Only 
once — in the time of the Gothic constructions (Bauhiltte) - she grew 
suspicious and managed to suppress the Bauhiltten. In addition, she knew 
of the Armanen and St. Andrew's Cross and appropriated them both as 
Glyphs, but hadn't ever penetrated into things any further.

NOTES TO THE PICTURE APPENDIX 


Page 146: The Wernigerod construction is not timber-framed, but 
yet an unusual thing. One may wonder what the full purpose of all the 
symbols actually is. The Sun wheel up near the ridge has sixteen bowed 
spokes, which are curved to the right. Sixteen has always been a sacred 
number. Next comes the eight spoke wheel with straight spokes, which 
shows up altogether three times and then two smaller with curved lines, 
also twice is the 6-star in the circle, and once the Octagon figure, plus the 


four rings which should probably suggest 'Leadership' by their inter- 
connectedness. 


The Kochendorf Town hall is a Swiss style with balconies, the pair 
of Gefache with Schragens and a semicircular wild man are only 
ornamental. 


The name plaque on the Schiller home in Marbach hides a Gibor 
Rune, as is the case with other buildings that we have encountered. 
However, there is more: tri ar kaun tuo yr kruzi balk bar ing: 
Enduring in Loyalty to the preservation of the blood leads to the rising of 
the Argeist (Sun Spirit of salvation). 


The town hall in Fulda is a considerable mess. Counting both floors 
there are five yr-man (Wildman) signs of which can hardly Ko = 
Runes; two and two are equally the same, with a third о the pud eft; 
on the outer sides are four Schragens. In the middle rise four d не 
atop one another with constrained and corrugated legs. = н ^h cs 
becomes three in a row, which also has applied on the gel rote 
bar.

Page 153: Two Hessian town halls. The Sachsenberg reveals the 
same pair of Runes three times on the gable side, on bottom left and right 
of the door is eh-noth, on the edge of the two floors noth-eh. Likewise, 
the eh Rune is clearly stacked three times on the right end of the side 
wall and always properly shaped; this had to be intentional and for 
reasons other than structural. The building simply teaches: Loyalty to the 
destiny (also trust it to him) and the marriage (also to the law). 


The Sontra town hall harbors the Schragen on every floor, the 
Schragens up the middle have especially thick nodes at the crossings, 
which is lesser on the flattened lowest level and under the top gable 
window, and altogether missing on the level with the squeezed Fyrbocke. 


On the left and right of the three floors is the Mal Rhomb, which is quite 
decorative. 


Where the roof begins these Mal Rhombs are completely moved to 
the sides and give way to an already known decisive figure yrman- 
kruzi. Above is a fyrbock, left and right is balk bar, and at the top what 


is most likely the V. Also take note of the first balcony with the Ybe bow 
(arch) twice.

“Guiding the err (in continual change) by law (also marriage) and fate 
doth rise into perfect Manhood”. The side wall signs are too indistinct 
and rarely do they carry the same weight. 


The town hall in Oberursel sways between meaning and decoration.

Arzberg has a richer decoration for its town hall. The Wild Man is 
obviously on the mid-left of the side wall where the two Runes overlap; 
on the corner is again the figure, half in the gable side and half in the side 
wall, they have misunderstood the source reason for the figure, as we 
have seen before, the arms of the man on the legs. Otherwise, the side 
has three ing Rhombs and the gable a Mal Cross. The lower part of the 
gable begins with the Mal Cross accompanied by the dotted lines of bar- 
balk, because we have to consider the gable as independent, it follows 
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that the half of the Wild Man on the left is the ka Rune and farthest to 
the right stands the ar. The top floor has two yr Runes as mainstays, in- 
between and under the upper windows is a tyr Rune with dotted legs, 
from which the post coming up from the first floor is obscured by the 
shutter. Since the outer balk-bar are attached to the arms of the two yr 
Runes and results that the V is created both times, we should consider it 
as deliberate. Over the upper windows between balk-bar is the gibor,
